I have  pleasure  in  presenting  tha„nnual  Roport  for  the  year  1965  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
in  tho  district. 

Hale  is  a vary  desirable  residential  area  in  which  to  live  and  this  thought  is  borne  out  by  the 
amount  of  new  houses  being  built  in  tho  district  and  the  influx  of  poopLe*  That  many  of  tho  people  coning 
into  the  district  are  young  married  couples  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  births  and  the  birth  rate*,  There 
wore  £47  births  (15.2  per  thousand)  in  1965  compared  with  127  births  (10.6  per  thousand)  in  1955.  At  tho 
other  ond  of  the  a&go  scale  there  were  148  deaths  (12*2  per  thousand}  in  1955  compared  with  170  (10o6.  per 
thousand)  in  1965  which  indicates  that  people  are  prepared  to  continue  to  live  in  Hale  when  they  grow 
older* 

A report  must,  of  necessity,  contain  tables  of  figures*  Such  tables  are  boring  to  glance  through, 
but  can  be  interesting  if  Looked  at  a little  more  closely.  Some  of  the  tables,  such  as  that  on  page  3 of 
tho  report  showing  the  number  of  now  cases  of,  and  deaths  from,  tuberculosis  are  practically  negative  in 
their  content.  This  particular  table  provides  evidence  of  tho  success  of  preventive  medicine  in  combating 
the  scourge  of  tuberculosis.  Lest  a purist  should  examine  this  statement  let  it  bo  said  that  the  epidemic 
of  tuberculosis  which  has  affected  this  country  for  well  over  100  years  has  been  on  the  decline  - a natural 
waning,  of  tfio  epidemic.  Nevertheless,  the  rate  of  this  decline  has  been  mostly  accolerated  by  the  effectiveness 
of  tho  provontice  measures  adopted  to  conbat  this  disease  coupled  with  tho  groat  strides  attained  by  curative 
medicine  and  surgery.  The  preventive  measures  have  consisted  of  the  use  of  mobile  mass  miniature  radiography  units 
the  mere  percistar.t  S better  tracing  of  contacts  of  infectious  patients,  tho  use  of  B.C.G.  in  schoo Ichi LJren 
and  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle*  New  drugs  and  improved  surgical  technique  have  resulted  in 
improved  cure  rates  and  a reduction  in  the  time  needed  to  render  infectious  patients  non  infectious. 

Examination  of  the  table  showing  tho  causes  of  death  reveals  that  diseases  affecting  the  heart 
and  tho  circulatory  system  cause  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  followed  by  cancer.  Those  two  groups  of 
diseases  between  them  are  responsible  for  a great  amount  of  suffering  to  relatives  as  weLL  as  sufferers. 

Relatives  bear  a lot  of  the  responsibility  of  caring  for  the  ill  and  the  aged,  as  indeed  they  should  as 
far  as  they  are  able.  But  when  the  time  comes  when  relatives  and  friends  are  no  Longer  able  to 
cope  with  the  patient  there  are  likely  to  be  difficulties  in  pursuading  the  patient  to  go  into  hospital,  or 
the  old  person  ta  go  into  old  person’s  accommodation  in  the  case  of  the  physically  well  old  person,  and  then 
in  obtaining  the  required  accommodation.  The  building  of  “Meadow  Court"  by  the  Hale  Council  and  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  has  roLiovod  the  position  somewhat  for  accommodating  old  people,  but  there  has  been  no 
alleviation  uf  the-  situation  as  far  as  geriatric  beds  are  concerned.  Local  bodies,  associations  and 
Councils  have  pressed  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  to  provide  more  accommodation  for  the  elderly 
sick  but  there  has  been  little  response*  Even  a little  promise  of  some  hope  would  be  welcome. 


Perusal  of  lir.  Sealey's  part  of  the  report  trill  provide  some  idea  of  the  amount  of  work 
undertaken  by  the  Health  Department  and  the  justification  of  appointing  an  additional  inspector, 
ilr.  Coaley  is  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  iir.  Bury  as  the  additional  inspector  who  took 
up  bis  appointment  on  the  fst  January,  !966„  There  is  ample  work  for  two  inspectors  in  a growing 
district,  and  with  the  recent  additional  Legislation  to  be  dealt  with. 


I wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Health  Committee  far  their  support  during  the  yoar  and  iir.  Soaloy 
for  his  assistance  during  the  year  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BOGS  AND  OTHER  INSECT  PESTS. 

Ho  cases  of  bug  infestation  wore  discovered  during  the  year,  Tho  help  of  the  Department  was 
sought  on  11 C occasions  in  eliminating  other  insects  including  Hasps,  Ants,  and  Cockroaches  - Garamexano, 
Zaldocide  and  Cymag  were  successfully  used.

i no  work  of  the  D op aria ant  in  this  connection  has  grown  considerably  in  the  past  few  years,  both  in  the 
nunber  of  houses  covered  and  in  the  increased  bulk  of  modern  refuse.  In  addition  the  Council  is  called 
upon  to  an  increasing  degree  to  move  surplus  household  goods  and  furniture.  These  increased  responsibi lities 
r*I-l  for  considerable  supervision  particularly  in  view  of  the  labour  problems  of  today, 

Tno  collection  cf  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  over  the  whole  district. 

Cesspools  and  septic  tanks,  of  which  there  are  6G  in  the  district,  are  emptied  free  of  charge  by  the 
Counci  l as  required, 

REFUSE  DISFOSAL 

Refuse  DisPosaL  is.  by  controlled  tipping  at  Grove  Lane,  From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  tip 
I.uj  water,  out  by  cutting  off  small  segments  of  the  pond,  and  tipping  into  the  water  in  colder  weather 
any  nuisance  is  reduced  to  a minimum.  Prompt  covering  of  refuse  has  again  succeeded  in  reducing  fires 
and  there  nave  been  very  few  complaints  from  residents  in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  tip  is  open  on  Saturday  mornings  so  that  residents  may  deposit  miscellaneous  rubbish,  net 
usually  collected  as  house  refuse,  and  this  facility  is  fairly  well  used. 

The  Cc unci  l conti nues  joint  discussions  with  Sale,  Altrincham,  Bcwdon  and  Buckle®  Councils 
witn  a view  to  joint  refuse  disposal  arrangements  for  the  future,  arad  a joint  incinerator  is  now 
being  soricusly  considered, 

Tno  posit i ui  becomes  progressively  urgent  as  it  is  estimated  that  the  present  tip  at  Grove  Lane 
cannot  be  expected  to  last  beyond  1969.
